BW to Establish th* Institution to 
Be Introduced In Congress. 


IT IS TO BE NONSECTARIAN. 
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Ta* Pal rara tty Will Be th* Outgrow th of 
Mere Thee Owe Ii i i o d red Years* Agita­ 
tion, Startles With George Washing­ 
ton Who left S t5.OOO es a Fire* Be­ 
ment Other Washington Mews. 


W a sh in g to n, Den. IS.—Th* bill to aa- 
tabliah the University of the United 
State* ie again to br introduced in both 
boom* of congress. The bill in general 
terms provide* for an institution of the 
highest possible type, few the graduates 
of accredited colleges and nnivsrtities 
only, with special reference to the work 
of original research and investigation in 
all important fields of inquiry. The 
government is vested in a board of re­ 
gents and a university council. 
The 
board of regents embraces the president 
of the Unite-1 States, the chief Justice 
of tbs United States, the commissioner 
of education, the secretary of Smithson­ 
ian institution, the president of the Na­ 
tional Academy of Sciences, the presi­ 
dent of the National Educational asso­ 
ciation, the president of the university 
and nine other citizens, to bs appointed 
by the president, by ana with the ad­ 
vice and consent of the senate. No two 
of them shall be from the same state. 
The- university council is to have im­ 
mediate charge of the work of instruc­ 
tion, research and investigation. It con­ 
sists of the regents and 12 other mem­ 
bers, to be appointed by them from' 
among eminent educators, with a like 1 
impartial distribution 
All courses and 
officers of instruction ave to be deter 
mined by the council, also all regula­ 
tions governing the internal manage­ 
ment of the institution. Neither sec­ 
tarian nor political preferences in any 
form are to be allowed, whether in the 
appointments or in any of the operations 
of the inattention. 
Authority is given 
to es tabliah with other institutions of 
learning such co-operative relations as 
are deemed advantages. Provision is 
made for the use of what is known as 
“University square." the site set apart 
by Washington for university purposes 
and latety occupied by the naval obser­ 
vatory. Congress is now asked for but 
enough means to enable tho board of 
regents to organize and practically in­ 
augurate the institution. Gifts and be­ 
quests are to be deposited in the United 
States treasury in trust and invested in 
bonds of the United States bearing 5 
per cent interest. 
The present bill is the outgrowth of 
more than IOO years of agitation. 
The 
thought of a national university first 
came to Washington while commanding i 
the Revolutionary army. Subsequently, 
as president, he repeatedly urged its es­ 
tablishment, aud in his last will and 
testament left $25,000 in stocks as a first 
endowment, the interest to be com­ 
pounded. 
Had congress fostered the 
plan, this sum would now be nearly $5,- 
000,000. 
It is the intention of the national uni­ 
versity committee that the government 
and people shall ot>operate in the es­ 
tablishment of the proposed university, 
and it is intended that the bill shall be 
pressed to early passage, so that July 9, 
1899, the 100th anniversary of Wash­ 
ington's bequest, shall witness at least 
the practical beginning of what should 
become the leading university of the 
world. 
General Indian Bill. 
Washington, Dec. 13.—The indica­ 
tions are that congress will paws a gen­ 
eral WH for the entire rehabilitation of 
Indian Tern tory. The measure, as now 
planned, ic to make it embrace every­ 
thing that has been sought to be accom­ 
plished in the past by the Dawes Indian 
commission. The bill will cover all the 
questions of citizenship, allotments of 
lands, disposition of townsite*, mineral

Canton, C., Dec. IS.—Mrs. Nancy A. 
McKinley, mother of President McKin­ 
ley, died yesterday morning a few min­ 
utes post 2 o’clock. 
Apparently, she 
did not suffer during her last moments, 
bat passed from the deep palsied sleep 
to the sleep of death. 
The president, 
and all her family, was at the bedside 
when the end came. 
There were no 
recognitions at the kist. 
For some hoars previous to the disso­ 
lution no word could be secured from 
the house, the knocks of reporters and 
telegraph messengers remaining unan­ 
swered. The first publicity given of the 
death was when the undertaker was sent 
for. Shortly after this, following an old 
custom now almost obsolete, to publicly 
announce the death, the bell in the 
tower of the church at which Mother 
McKinley worshiped tolled off the years 
of her age. 
It is a coincidence that Biri. McKin­ 
ley died almost at the same hour her 
husband did five years ago. 
F o * i* * l Arrangem ent*. 
Funeral services over the remains of 
Mn. Naticy Allison McKinley will be 
beld in the First M. E. church of this 
city at I o’clock tomorrow afternoon. 
Interment will follow in the West Lawn 
cemetery, just west of the city; and 
Tuesday evening President McKinley 
and wife and officials from Washington 
who attended the funeral will leave for 
the capital, reaching there about noon 
Wednesday. 
These are the arrange­ 
ments so far as completed; since the 
death of Mother McKinley yesterday 
morning. 
It was at first thought by the family 
that the services woald be of a private 
nature, held at the old homestead. 
It 
was soon learned, however, through 
the pastor of Mrs. McKinley’s church, 
and members of the congregation, as 
well as from other friends, that the 
number of friends who desired to pay 
their last tribute of respect to the be­ 
loved woman, by attending the obsequies 
coaid not be accomodated with such ar­ 
rangements aud church services were 
decided upon.

goveramant I* Tested in a board of re­ 
gent* and a university council. 
The 
board of regent* embrace* the president 
of the United State*, the chief justice 
of the United State*, the coni nu tan oner 
of education, the seorvtary ai Smithson­ 
ian institution, the president of the Na­ 
tional Academy of Sciences, th* presi­ 
dent of the National Educational asso­ 
ciation, the president of the university 
ami nine other dtiseas, to be appointed 
by the president, by ana w ith the ad­ 
vice and content of the senate. 
No two 
of them shall be from the same state. 
Hie university council is to have im­ 
mediate charge of the work of instruc­ 
tion. research and investigation- It con­ 
sists of the regent* and 18 other mem­ 
bers. to be appointed by them from 
among eminent educators, with a like 
impartial distribution. 
AU oooress and 
officer* of instruction em to be deter­ 
mined by the council, also all regula­ 
tions governing the internal manage­ 
ment of the institution.

the Revolutionary army. Subsequently, 
as president, he repeatedly urged its es­ 
tablishment. aud in his last will and 
testament left 145,000 in stocks as a first 
endowment, the interest to be com­ 
pounded.

It Is a coincidence that Mrs. McKin­ 
ley died almost at the same hour her 
husband did five years ago, 
Fu»»r*l A rran gem en t#. 
Funeral service* over the remains of 
Mra. Nancy Allison McKinley will be 
beld in the First M. E. church of this 
city at I o’clock tomorrow afternoon. 
Interment will follow in the W ed Lawn 
cemetery, just west of the city; and 
Tuesday evening President McKinley 
and wife and officials from Washington 
who attended the funeral will leave for 
the capital, reaching there about noon 
Wednesnay.

FIGHTING 
PAXSON. 
WiSBisoTOK, Deo. IS.—The bill to es­ 
tablish the University of the United 
Slates is again to bi' introduced in both 
Jboaaes of congress 
The bill in general 
terms provides for an institution of the 
highest possible type, for th* graduates 
of accredited oui leges and univerrttiet 
only, with special referenoe to the work 
at original research and investigation in 
all important fields of inquiry. The 
government ta vested in a board of re­ 
gents and a university council. 
Th* 
board at regents embraces Ute preadmit 
of the United States, the chief Justice 
of the United States, the commissioner 
of education, the secretary of Smithson­ 
ian institution, the president oi the Na­ 
tional Academy of Seisure*, the presi­ 
dent of tike National Educational asso­ 
ciation. the proud' nt of the university 
and nine other citizens, to be appointed 
by the president, by aim with the ad­ 
vice and consent of the senate. 
No two 
of them shall be from the same state. 
The university Connell is to have im­ 
mediate charge at the work of instruc­ 
tion, research and investigation. It con­ 
sists of the regents and IS other mem­ 
bers. to be appointed by them from 
among eminent educators, with a Uke 
impartial distribution 
All courses and 
officers of instruction ar* so be deter­ 
mined by the council, also all reguta- 
tfame governing the internal manage­ 
ment of th* institution. Neither sec­ 
tarian nor political preferences In any 
form are to be allowed, whether in the 
appointments or in any of the operations 
of the lnstRutioa. 
Authority is given 
to establish with other institutions cd 
learning such co-operative relations as 
Are deemed advantages. Provision is 
made for the nee of what is known as 
"University square," the site set apart 
by Washington far university purposes 
and lately occupied by the naval obser­ 
vatory. Congress is now asked for but 
enough means to enable tho bourd of 
regents to organize and practically in­ 
augurate the institution. Gifts aud be­ 
quests are to be deposited in the United 
States treasury in trust and invested in 
bonds of the United States bearing 5 
par oent interest. 
The present bill is the outgrowth of 
more than IOO years of agitation. 
The 
thought of a national university first 
came to Washington while commanding 
the Revolutionary am y. Subsequently, 
as president, he repeatedly urged its es­ 
tablishment, aud in his last will and 
testament left SSS,OOO in stocks as a first 
endowment, the interest to be com­ 
pounded. 
Had congress fostered tho 
plan, this sum would now be nearly $5,* 
000,000. 
It is the intention of the national uni­ 
versity committee that the government 
and people shall oo-operate in the es­ 
tablishment of the proposed university, 
and it is intended that the bill shall be 
pressed to early passage, so that July 9, 
1899, the 100th anniversary of Wash­ 
ington’s bequest, shall witness at least 
the practical beginning of what should 
become the leading university of the 
weald.

President’s Mother Passes Peace­ 
fully Away Sunday Morning. 


NER CHILDREN ALL PRESENT. 


Ho Sir* af Urea**It in* Giro* ta Aor 
Around tho Broth lied — Dlssolntton 
Annnnnrnl to th* Public by th* Toll­ 
ing of a Hell—Arrangement# For th* 
Funeral—Delegation From Washington. 


Canton, C., Deo. IS.—Mr*. Nancy A. 
McKinley, mother of President McKin­ 
ley, died yesterday morning a few min­ 
utes past 2 o’clock. 
Apparently, she 
did not suffer daring her last moments, 
bot passed from the deep palsied sleep 
to th* sleep of death. 
The president, 
and all her family, was at the bedside 
when the end came. 
There were no 
recognition* at the last. 
Fro some hoars previous to the disso­ 
lution no word could be secured from 
the house, the knocks of reporters and 
telegraph messengers remaining unan­ 
swered. The first publicity given of the 
death was when the undertaker was sent 
fro. Shortly after this, following an old 
custom now almost obsolete, to publicly j 
announce the death, the bell in the 
tower of the church at which Mother 
McKinley worshiped toiled off the years 
of ber age. 
It is a coincidence that Mrs. McKin­ 
ley died almost at the same hour bro 
husband did five years ago. 
F un eral Ar r a n g . m r of*. 
Funeral services over the remains of 
Mrs. Nancy Allison McKinley will be 
held in the First M. E. church of this 
city at I o’clock tomorrow afternoon. 
Interment will follow in the West Lawn 
cemetery, just west of the city; and 
Tuesday evening President McKinley 
and wife and officials from Washington 
who attended the funeral will leave for 
the capital, reaching there about noon 
Wednesnay. 
These are the arrange­ 
ments ac far as completed; since the 
death of Mother McKinley yesterday 
morning. 
It was at first thought by the family 
that the service* would be of a private 
nature, held at the old homestead. 
It 
was soon learned, however, through 
the pastor of Mr*. McKinley’s church, 
and members of the congregation, as 
well as from other friends, that the 
number al friends who desired to pay 
their last tribute of respect to the be­ 
loved woman, by attending the obsequies 
could not be accomodated with such ar­ 
rangements aud church services were 
decided upon. 
The services will be 
short and simple, consisting of words of 
comfort and eulogy by the officiating 
clergyman and the singing of several 
favorite hymns by the choir. 
The First Methodist church, in which 
the service* are to be held, is the one in 
which Mother McKinley worshiped dar­ 
ing her residence in Canton and in 
which she was found almost every Sun­ 
day morning, only Brians indisposition 
ar important circumstance* keeping her 
away. 
Three weeks ago yesterday she 
was in her pew as usual, and though she 
was nearly 89 years old, her attendance 
had been regular all the while.
